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1. The amendment filed December 16, 2005 proposes amendments to claims 1-4, 1 1, 13, 14, 
18, 19, 21, 22, 24, 25, 27, 28, 30, 31, 33 and 36 that do not comply with 37 CFR 1.173(b), which 
sets forth the manner of making amendments in reissue applications. A supplemental paper 
correctly amending the reissue application is required. To be more specific, all the claims of the 
original patent should appear in the reissue patent, with canceled patent claims being enclosed in 
brackets . 

2. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: 

The claimed feature of " a processor configured to determine a transfer target network 
interface and/or next hop network layer address" as in claims 10 and 17, and feature of "a 
datagram analysis unit configured to determine a transfer target network interface/n ext hop 
network layer address" as in claims 20, 26 and 32 do not have support for proper antecedent 
basis. To be more specific, it is the feature of "The datagram analysis unit 21 determines an 
output interface and a network layer address of a next hop node" (see col. 15, lines 37-39) 
disclosed in the specification disclosure, which is not equivalent to the claimed features of "a 
processor configured to determine a transfer target network interface and/or next hop 
network layer address" as in claims 10 and 17, or "a datagram analysis unit configured to 
determine a transfer target network interface/ next hop network layer address" as in claims 20, 
26 and 32. 

3. Claims 10, 17, 20, 26 and 32 are objected to because of the above informalities. 
Appropriate correction is required.
